Gonzalez urges 
blacks to enroll 


into college

Sacramento State wants our campus to be your 
student’s campus, President Alexander Gonza- 
lez told parishioners at the morning service at 
St. Paul Missionary Baptist Church on Sunday. 

Gonzalez spoke to approximately 1,000 mem- 
bers of the congregation in attendance at the 
black church in Sacramentos Oak Park neigh- 
borhood as part of the California State Univer- 
sity Super Sunday event. 

As part of the university’s Strategic Plan, Sac 
State wants to not only recruit prospective stu- 
dents, but also retain black students by provid- 
ing a support system of cultural identity and 
peer support on the campus. 

There are five key tasks prospective students 
and their families should complete in preparing 
to enroll in the CSU system: visit and talk to Sac 
State representatives following the morning's 
service at the booth set up by the university in 
the church’s conference room; make sure stu- 
dents are taking the necessary courses in high 
school required for admittance to the CSU sys- 
tem; visit the CSU Web site; learn about avail- 
able financial aid programs; begin taking college 
assessment tests, such as the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT), prior to their senior year in high 
school; and visit the Sac State campus, Gonzalez 
said. 

Congregation members who are Sac State 
alumni should serve as examples and ambassa- 
dors of the university for prospective students in 
the community, Gonzalez said. 

Sac State alumna and church member Melinda 
McClain said she is willing to serve as an exam- 
ple for young parishioners interested in attend- 
ing Sac State. 

This is the third year Gonzalez participated in 
the CSU Super Sunday event, which began in 
2006, and the second time he spoke at St. Paul 
Missionary Baptist Church. During the first year 
of the event, Gonzalez spoke at a church in Oak- 
land. 

CSU Super Sunday is an outreach program that 
was developed by CSU Chancellor Charles Reed 
to connect with black churches. The chancellor, 
representatives from his office, members of the 
CSU Board of Trustees and presidents from the 
23 CSU campuses speak during services at black 
churches throughout California on one Sunday 
during the month of February. 


To encourage students to run for office and vote 
in the spring 2008 Associated Students Inc. elec- 
tion, three Sacramento State students put their cre- 
ativity to work. 

Karlos Santos-Coy, Tiffany Dreyer and Tom Car- 
roll won the Election Campaign Contest held by 
ASI for their design aimed to get students involved 
in student government. 

The team received $1,000 after students voted 
their slogan, “Make Your Mark,” into the winning 
position. 

. Five designs were voted on after a selection com- 
mittee narrowed down the number from those 
originally submitted. 

Santos-Coy and Carroll are graduate students at 
Sacramento State majoring in educational leader- 
ship and policy studies under the Student Affairs 
Cohort. 

Santos-Coy said both helped supply ideas for the 
design, but Dreyer, a former student intern and 
commercial staff person for the University Union 
design team, was the design guru. 

ASI funded the prize and the image of Santos- 
Coy’s arm that will be displayed all over campus 
during ASI's election campaign. 

The team’s initial design was the same arm, but 
pointing in a downward direction with the slogan 
“Make Your Mark” written on the arm in a tattoo or 
ink font. The group did not finalize the design}as it 
was unable to create the font it wanted. 

“By turning the arm over, it created a much more 
powerful image, as well as an empowering image 
for students. The fist-up is a traditional image of 
empowerment, Santos-Coy said.

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College opens sessions 
for future educators

The College of Education sought to prepare Sacra- 
mento State students interested in becoming future 
educators at its open house. 

The goal of the open house was to “encourage and 
inform the undergraduate and graduate students 
of future job opportunities and the options that are 
available to them as educators,’ said Vanessa Sheared, 
dean of the College of Education. 

Through its credential programs, internships and 
masters programs in higher education, the College 
of Education hopes to inform as many students as 
possible and prepare them for their future. 

For students unsure about which career path to 
take, informational maps were created for them to 
walk through different educational sessions. The col- 
lege sessions provided face-to-face interaction be- 
tween professors and students among the different 
departments at the College of Education. 

During the open house held last Wednesday, infor- 
mation was provided regarding bilingual education, 
counseling, educational leadership and policy stud- 
ies, child development, special education, teacher 
education and credential programs. 

Students confused about which classes or exams to 
take, and how to get into a credential program, spoke 
to professors in Eureka hall. 

Leo Vasquez, counseling education graduate stu- 
dent, urged students to take advantage of the open 
house to further pursue a career in education. He ad- 
vised students to get rid of their fear of communicat- 
ing with professors and to seek help. 

“Students must walk through the doors of fear and 
enter the land of resources,’ Vasquez said. The open 
house not only provided crucial career information, 
but gave conditional graduate students the opportu- 
nity to network and a foot in the door to become ac- 
cepted into the graduate program, Vasquez said. 

Decline in enrollment, as a result of tuition increas- 
es, and the lack of funding were the main reasons why 
the college sought to recruit and inform students of 
the importance in becoming future educators. 

“Due to the lack of support, we hope that the infor- 
mation given out helps the many confused students,” 
said Pia Wong, associate dean to the College of Edu- 
cation.

Current credential student Caroline Sweet said the 
present educational system in California does not 
prepare its students to adapt to the different modali- 
ties in multiculturalism. 

Sweet, who is a member of the Student California 
Teachers Association, recounts her personal experi- 
ence as a student as being “daunting and confusing” 
at times when taken to a diverse classroom. She was 
pleased to see the positive turnout of students who 
are interested in education and plans to help in bet- 
tering the system in California. 

Educational reform is necessary in order to im- 
prove Californias educational system. According to 
a study performed by Stanford University in 2007, 
the state of California ranked lowest in the areas of 
math, reading and science compared to the other 49 
states in K-12 levels. The study focused on how the 
lack of funding to California's public school system 
can have a direct effect in the low quality of educa- 
tion received by the students. 

The College of Education's goal toward reform is 
to change the quality of education through diversity, 
community and collaboration. 

Angela Drope, executive vice president of the Stu- 
dent California Teachers Association, rallied against 
the fee increases. She not only hoped the open house 
informed Sac State students of the advantages of an 
educational career, but encouraged political involve- 
ment in order to create change. 

“Students must rally together in order to stop fees 
from increasing at Sac State; Drope said. She em- 
phasized the importance of the need to know what’s 
going on in education.

big-name loan lender backs out of 
market, student effects questioned

It may be Financial Aid Awareness month, but the 
largest student lender for private and federal loans, 
Sallie Mae, recently pulled out of the subprime loan- 
ing market. 

This may leave some low credit and income stu- 
dents at private universities scrambling for options. 

But for Sacramento State students, it may not be a 
problem at all. 

“This decision is a non-issue for Sacramento State, 
as we did not issue non-standard private loans on 
your campus. In fact, it touched only several doz- 


. en schools out of our 6,000 school customers,” said 


Martha Holler, Sallie Mae media representative. 

Craig Yamamoto, director of Financial Aid at Sac 
State, agreed that the pull-out would not hurt Sac 
State. 

“The reason why it wont affect (Sac State) students 
is that Sallie Mae won't pull out of federal or private 
loans since we are a federal institution with low de- 
fault rates,” Yamamoto said. “It will mostly be propri- 
ety schools with high default rates.” 

Sallie Mae eliminated its non-standard private loan 
programs, which represented about 3 percent of its 
$164 billion student-loan portfolio. “We did this be- 


_ Cause a disproportionate number of these loans were 


to students who did not complete their studies and 
who then defaulted on their loans,” Holler said. 

For-profit schools tend to have higher tuition and 
expenses than state schools, so default rates can be 
much higher. 

Subprime lending is the practice of loaning to bor- 
rowers with low credit rates. Sallie Mae’s recent pull- 
out of the subprime loan may be related to the Col- 


lege Cost and Reduction Act passed last September. 

The new law will provide more government aid for 
students. When loans are not repaid to companies 
like Sallie Mae, the company can't build the capital 
they need. And the secondary companies that back 
Sallie Mae don’t want to purchase the loans. 

Loaning to lower credit students hurts lenders in 
the long run and the payback time is often spread out 
far too long or not at all. 

This recent law where the government provides 
more options for students may discourage lenders in 
the secondary market who buy out Sallie Mae’s loans. 


Yamamoto said most Sac State students take advan- 
tage of federal loans because they provide more op- 
tions for them in the long run. 

The lending process can be tricky to maneuver, es- 
pecially in the private sector. If a student is approved 
for a loan and then doesn't pay it, then it defaults 
to a guarantee agency that agrees to pay it and then

Sac State has a low default rate, meaning a lower 
percentage of students who don't pay back their 
loans. Sallie Mae dropping out of lending in sub- 
prime categories may have more of an effect on for- 
profit schools because their default rates tend to be 
higher. 

There is a three-part loaning service at Sac State if 
the student does not pay it: the lender, school and

agency backing the loan. 

About 99 percent of students used EdFund at Sac 
State, Yamamoto said. 

“We are a low-cost institution. We really discourage 
private loans because the fees are higher. The interest 
and fees are a lot higher and some of them don’t have 
deferment options,’ Yamamoto said. 

With federal loans, students have more options by 
deferring the loan if they aren't able to find a job di- 
rectly out of college or if the financial strain is too 
much. | 

From 2006 to 2007, Sac State saw $64.8 million in 
federal loans and $3 million in private loans. But not 
all private loans are done through the school. 

There are different criteria for getting both types of 
loans. Often private lenders will look at your income 
history, debt-to-income ratio and require a co-signer 
or a credit check. 

“As long as a student meets the eligible criteria, they 
dont have to go through a credit check. They don't 
have to have a relationship with the lender; Yama- 
moto said. 

Sallie Mae backed out of the market in early Janu- 
ary. 

Students should apply by March 2 to maximize 
their aid offer for the Cal Grant. 

In some cases, financial aid is dispersed on a first- 
come, first-served basis. 

Students can go to http://www.fafsa.ed.gov to fill 
out an application or visit the Financial Aid Office 
located in Lassen Hall.

“And that's really what we wanted 
students to feel like when they went 
to vote. That they were empowered to 
make a change, to make a difference 
on our campus,’ he said. 

A field of graffiti or tagged words 
including “vote,” “inspire,” “lead” and 
“choose” are located behind the fist. 
The team brainstormed these words 
when discussing the election and stu- 
dent government. 

Pat Worley, ASI executive director, 
came up with the contest idea. ASI 
liked the idea when it was brought be- 
fore the committee, said Angela Hong, 
ASI marketing coordinator. 

Christina Romero, ASI president, 
said the current logo used for elec- 
tions has “worn out its welcome” after 
being used for many years. 

Romero described the current logo 
as a trash can with the slogan “Vote 
Smart” written on it. She hoped a new 
logo would catch the eye of students 
and increase election participation. 

“Our real hope would be that every 
student would come out to vote and 
care about who is representing them 
on campus,’ Romero said. 

The ASI 2007 election results showed 
about 1,700 students, out of about 
28,000 enrolled, voted in the election. 
While 17 students ran for 12 open po- 
sitions, no candidates ran for College 
of Education director and Undeclared 
director. 

Hong said students have a lot going 
on with their studies and personal 
lives and careers, which sometimes 
pushes back campus events. 

“We want to bring that forward and 
let them know that this is a great op- 
portunity for them to pick their rep- 
resentatives and if they think they 
want to run, fill out their résumés and 
network, so they can get experience, 
Hong said. 

Hong said the filing period to run for 
the spring 2008 election is March 10 
to 28, and voting will take place from 
April 29 to 30. 

Romero said the most important 
thing to remember about running for 
office is the goal to serve students and 
advocate for students’ rights. 

“So aside from any benefits, like the

Hong said ASI provides experiential 
education to students in an elected 
position, because they represent the 
college and student body. 

“You hold very great responsibil- 
ity like going to board meetings and 
passing legislation that can ultimately 
affect the campus,” Hong said. 

Hong said debates and workshops 
will be held for students who want to 
run for a position, and ASI will work 
to get students to vote once candidates 
are in place.

use to provide advocacy to students who 
have been victims of stalking, hate crimes, 
rape or sexual assault and educate on vio- 
lence-related issues. 

Jones said there was a structural deficit 
in the WRC, meaning the department was 
spending more money than allocated. Be- 
cause Heskin has been moved, the alloca- 
tion and expenses of the WRC now match, 
Jones said. 

Jones originally said the reason for He- 
skin's office move was because it made 
more sense. : 

“There are survivors from a sexual as- 
sault who obviously have health needs and 
that’s human health services, and you also 
have psych services which is in the same 
area, Jones said. “All three of those things 
are coming together in one place.” 

Grady said moving Heskin’s program to 
the health center opens up more money 
in the genéral fund for use elsewhere. She 
said the program is on more stable ground 
because auxiliary-status programs fund it 
and it is less susceptible to change because 
of the governor's budget. 

Heskin said she is sad to leave the WRC 
after eight years, but that it makes sense 
for her to be in a location where she often 
refers or meets clients. 

“Tm right next to psych services now and 


I do a lot of referrals there. The health 
services probably page me more than any- 
body else on campus so it makes more 
sense, she said. 

Heskin also shares an office with Cyndra 
Krogen who, along with Heskin, does an 
internship program for peer health educa- 
tors. 

The Student Health Center has been ac- 
commodating since it and Heskin were 
suddenly informed two to three weeks ago 
of the move. 

“They've really moved mountains to give 
me a private office and access to privacy 
for my clients. They really have pulled out 
all the stops for that, and I really want to 
express my appreciation for them,” Heskin 
said. “It’s not like my job is the kind you 
can put in a cubicle, and the health center 
really understood that.” 

Grady said she is sad on a personal level 
to see Heskin relocate. 

“We've worked together for a number of 
years now, seven or eight years, so that’s 
kind of like the sad part. On a personal 
level, she was a great colleague and col- 
laborator and it’s been wonderful working 
with her all those years. The program did 
not exist before we hired Jessica,’ Grady 
said. 

Grady said the program was originally 
called Rape Prevention and was based

out of the Student Health Center. Student 
Affairs eventually took over the program 
and funded it entirely because the Student 
Health Center didn't have the resources to 
develop the program at the time. 

Grady said it is ironic that the program 
came from and is going back to the Stu- 
dent Health Center. She said it is impor- 
tant that the program remains intact and 
provides help to male and female victim- 
survivors of violence. 

The program was primarily an education 
and outreach program, and the Women’s 
Resource Center added advocacy when 
Heskin was hired. 

Grady said advocacy is important to keep 
student victims and survivors continuing 
their education and getting help from on 
and off-campus services.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


On Jan. 10, Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger proposed to 
cut $312.9 million from our education. As part of the cuts, 
deadlines have moved up to Feb. 1 (or March 1 for five 
urban area schools), including Sacramento State. Although 
we are seeing an increase in applications system-wide, we 
are virtually closing the doors to approximately 10,000 


the way to overcome these cuts is to stop them from hap- 
pening. The CSU system generates $4.41 for every $1 that is 
invested in us, so why would we consider cutting programs 
‘that produce revenue? CSU seems to be a part of the solu- 
tion to California's economy, not the problem. 
Also in his address, Gonzalez stated we need to “behave 
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students before they could even apply to a California State 
University. These are students who thought that if they 
worked hard enough they could go to a CSU, but these cuts 
will not allow for enrollment growths to occur. As a result, 
community colleges, which currently do not have the 
capacity, will see an influx of students. 

These cuts of course are accompanied with a proposal for 
another 10 percent student fee increase. But what we may 
in fact see is a fee increase that could easily be higher than 
10 percent, if the governor or the chancellor of the CSU 
feels revenue will have to be allocated from somewhere 
else. In 2003, students’ fees rose 30 percent around a time 
thé CSU faced similar budget cuts. 

Many, however, rationalize these cuts and fee increases 
to our education as a way of “doing our part” in the cur- 
rent fiscal crisis. During his annual Spring Address, Sac 
State President Alexander Gonzalez said that we must 
work together to overcome the proposed budget cuts. But 
as institutions that are already underfunded, we neither 
deserve these proposed cuts nor student fee increases, and 


in such a way that we are going to be able to do what we 
can to provide the best education we can to our students.” 
The only behavior we must exude is a strategic plan to 
combat these cuts that are already having a negative effect 
on our campus. 

We have a unique opportunity now to join with faculty, 
administration and the community to organize around 
the goal to restore $386.1 million to the CSU which would 
restore the cuts and buy out the student fee increase. 

We must not wait for classes to be cut, classrooms to be | 
crowded and graduation dates to be delayed in order to 
act. We need to reclaim our universities as institutions that 
serve to educate students, not push them out. E-mail your- 
voice_csus@yahoo.com for more information.

This week the United States Department of 
Agriculture recalled a staggering 143 mil- 
lion pounds of beef because a slaughterhouse 
worker at Westland/Hallmark videotaped cattle 
being mistreated and released it to the Humane 
Society of the United States. What is even 
better about the recall is that the majority of 
the beef has “most likely” been consumed, ac- 
cording to the USDA. Officials added that the 
health risk was minimal and that they believe 
the food supply is safe. So why worry about 
recalling food that has already been consumed 
and poses no threat to the public? 

The reason for the controversy is that the 
company broke USDA protocol when it 
executed cattle that could not stand. The law 
requires that all such cattle are required to be 
reexamined before execution. Westland/Hall- 
mark decided to circumvent that whole process 


to the Humane Society of the United States, 
Westland/Hallmark is a major supplier to the 
National School Lunch Program. The com- 
pany provided the beef to schools in 36 states 
last year. The recall includes 37 million pounds 
of beef that was shipped to public schools. 

The activities that occurred at Westland/Hall- 
mark most likely happen on a daily basis in this 
country. I envision workers sliding the cattle 
across the wet floor in a spirited game of “cow 
curling” Anyone who has taken the time to 
read “Fast Food Nation” or “The Jungle” knows 
just how putrid and despicable the conditions 
in factory farms and slaughterhouses can be. 

Ignorance is bliss, especially when it comes to 
mass-produced food. As long as you eat all of 
your double double, the cow didn't die in vain.

Three local high school teach- 
ers are judging the show this 
year: Allison Stiles, art teacher at 
Mira Loma High School; Jeffrey 
Carter, art teacher at Folsom High 
School; and Annie Murphy Rob- 
inson, art teacher at Sacramento 
High and former graduate of the 
Art Department at Sac State. Pro- 
fessor Rachel Clarke, a member of 
the Art Department at Sac State, 
helped to choose the judges. 

“We pick judges who have expe- 
rience in the visual arts,’ Clarke 
Said. She said the judges have an 
extensive past in dealing with the 
arts and are experts in their own 
rights. 

The judges measure each piece 
individually on its ability to cre- 
ate the biggest impact.

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Sunday: Black enrollment 
rises across CSU schools

This year, CSU representatives spoke at 30 church- 
es with approximately 80,000 church members to- 
tal, said Dr. Mohammad Qayoumi, president of 
East Bay State. 


Historically, black colleges like Howard Univer- ° 


sity in Washington, D.C., and Morehouse College 
in Atlanta, Ga., have targeted black churches. Now, 
the CSU system is following that strategy, Gonzalez 
said. 

The impetus for the CSU system to reach out to 
black churches came from the black community it- 
self, said Kenneth Monteiro, dean of the San Fran- 
cisco State College of Ethnic Studies. The commu- 
nity said such churches are a huge resource that the 
CSU system has not touched, he said. 

The CSU chancellor's office also meets with repre- 
sentatives from black churches on a quarterly basis, 
Qayoumi said. 

Church member Jerry Springer Jr., who visited 
the Sac State booth with his children following the 
service, said the event is a great outreach oppor- 
tunity that shows the university is concerned with 
increasing black enrollment. The effort shows the 
community that the CSU system sees the need for 
a diverse student population in order to provide a 
well-rounded education for students. 

Events like CSU Super Sunday are indispensable, 
said St. Paul’s Church member Judy Miller. As a 
school psychologist for the Sacramento City Uni- 
fied School District, she often talks to students who 
want to go to college, but have no practical plans 
for doing so. 

Most importantly, these types of events show 
young church members that the CSU system cares 
about them and a college education is within their 
reach, Miller said. 

Parishioner Kimberly Ashcroft said it is’ good 
for schools like Sac State to come talk to students 
within their community support network. It makes 
the whole process of enrolling in school less intimi- 
dating. 

Twins Taylor and Tyler McClure, ninth-graders at 
Rosemont High School, agreed with Ashcroft. 

Taylor McClure said when they visited the Sac 
State campus, it was intimidating because it seems 
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big and confusing. 

“It makes me feel special to have the Sac State 
president come to my church and my area to talk to 
me about my future,” she said. 

The McClure siblings said they plan to attend Sac 
State after high school. 

Sac State does not limit its outreach program to 
black churches to the CSU Super Sunday event, 
said Sac State Vice President of Student Affairs 
Lori Varlotta. In the past year, Gonzalez visited 
three Sacramento-area black churches, including 
Antioch Progressive Church and Christian Fam- 
ily Life Worship Center, in addition to CSU Super 4 
Sunday. 

Outreach to underrepresented communities has 


long been a part of the university's recruitment | 


process, Varlotta said. She said the university hit 
churches heavily in the last 2 and a half years. 

Gonzalez also spoke at Latino churches as part of | 
Sac State's recruitment effort. 

The next step in the process is to develop more 
specific recruitment and student retention pro- 
grams with Sacramento-area black churches, Gon- 
zalez said. 

Developing partnerships between the university 
and churches will have a positive effect on Sacra- 
mento and California as a whole, he said. 

Greg Lawson, church deacon and chairman of 
the St. Paul Missionary Baptist Church Social Ac- 
tion Committee, said he would like to work with 
Sac State in developing those programs within the 
church. 

Lawson, who helped to coordinate Gonzalez’s visit 
to the church, thanked Gonzalez during the service 
for a $500 scholarship donation from Sac State to 
the St. Paul Missionary Baptist Church Scholarship 
Fund. 

Black enrollment increased by 6.5 percent in the 
fall of 2007 across the CSU campuses, according to 
a press release from the CSU chancellor's office. 

Gonzalez said he hopes events like CSU Super 
Sunday played a part in the enrollment increase.

Two Sac State seniors step closer to the 
Summer Olymic Games after each meet

The Olympic stage is the main event that track and field athletes 
strive for through their careers. They train year in and year out, 
studying film and keeping their bodies healthy and strong. Obvi- 
ously not every track and field athlete makes it to the Olympics, 
but two Hornet senior sprinters are a step closer to the arena. 

Jody Johnson and Raphael McFarlane from the Sacramento State 
track and field team have qualified for the Olympic trials this year. 
Johnson qualified in the 200-meter sprints and McFarlane hit his 
mark in the long jump. 

Coach Kathleen Raske said the two athletes always had the po- 


tential, they just had to bring everything to- 
gether to make it happen. 

“Jody is a naturally gifted athlete. He is still 
learning the mentality and the consistency of 
being a track athlete. He is still young in track 
and has a lot to learn,” Raske said. 

In the first meet of the season, Johnson ran 
the 200-meters in 21.60, breaking the school 
record for the indoor 200-meter sprints by .16 
of a second, which he set last year. 

“Jody will continue to improve and get faster 
and faster. Breaking his own school record in 
the first meet just shows the potential he has,” 
Raske said. 

Johnson qualified in the 200-meter sprint 
last year with his time and keeps on getting 
faster. 

“It was cool...I felt blessed to reach this 
achievement,’ Johnson said. 

While Johnson was qualifying on the ground, 
his teammate was reaching his qualifying 
mark through the air. McFarlane made school 
history earlier this season with a jump of 25 
feet, 7.75 inches, making him seventh in the 
NCAA in the long jump this year. 

“I’ve pretty much known that Raph was an exceptional giles 
and knew he was going to go farther and farther as he jumped. I 
never put a limit on an athlete's ability,’ jumps coach Terry Van 
Laningham said. 

When speaking with McFarlane, it is as though his jump is one 
more barrier he had to knock down. 

“Tt still doesn’t matter yet, I am just one step closer,’ McFarlane said. 

Even though the two athletes qualified in two entirely different 
events, they still push one another and are happy that they will 
have a friendly face around to keep their cool. “It feels more com- 
fortable that Jody qualified, but he qualified before me so I am the 
one jumping on,’ McFarlane said. 

They also run against each other in the 60- meter sprint and the 
200-meter sprint, but they use it to their advantage when they step 
into the blocks during a race. “I personally like having my team- 
mate there to push as we are racing; I think it makes us go faster

Men and women 
ready for victories 


Both teams went without a victory in the fall, but are ready to win in 
_the spring as coach David Sutherland enters his second semester

Sac State’s golf teams were in transitional peri- 
ods at this time last semester, both getting used 
to anew coach in former PGA pro David Suther- 
land, who joined the Hornets just weeks before 
the semester was about to begin. The men’s team 
was also entering its first season as part of the 
newly-formed America Sky 
Conference. 

The men’s team ended 
up finishing second at the 
America Sky Championship 
in September, although Ju- 
nior Scott DeBorba said the 
outcome could have played 
out differently. 

“Tm pretty sure we could 
have won,’ DeBorba said. 
“The cold weather kind of 
got to everybody a little 
bit.” 

The unfavorable weather 
was bad enough to cause the 
first round of the tourna- 
ment to be canceled. Weber 
State took home the victory, 
coming from behind to beat 
Sac State by five strokes. 

Even though the Hornets 
did not record any victories 
in the fall, Sutherland said 
that the team played “good 
golf.” 

“Overall, I felt like it was 
a real solid season,’ Suther- 
land said. “We were in the 
middle of the pack in every 
event we played in.” 

A semester removed from 
then, DeBorba is clear on 
what the team’s goal is now. 

“Just get a win this semes- 
ter,’ he said. 

Sutherland shares in DeBorba’s optimism and 
he has a very specific outcome in mind for the 
men’s season. 

“I'd like to see us finish in the top half in all the 
events we play in and win one of them,’ Suther- 
land. said. “I think it’s a reasonably achievable 
goal.” 

The spring season begins with the Braveheart 
Classic on March 3. That starts a seven-week 
span in which the team will compete in all five 
of its spring tournaments, culminating with the 
Sacramento State Invitational April 14-15. 

“We're all coming in a little rusty just because 
it was a hard winter to practice golf because it 
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was raining so much,’ DeBorba said. “But you 
can just tell that everyone got a little bit better, 
everyone's game’ a little bit sharper and it’s only 
going to get better throughout the semester.” 

“The men’s team is a very, very close-knit 
group of guys that plays very hard,’ Sutherland 
said. “The future is very bright for the men’s 
team. There’s a lot to be very excited about.” 

The women’s team also did not record a vic- 
tory in its fall season, finishing each of its four ' 
tournaments near the middle of the leader- 
board. Injuries to seniors Heather LeMaster, 
Emily Longcrier and Kim Coppin, as well as 
sophomore Brooke Green, inhibited the team’s 
ability to do well. Sutherland said having that 
many injuries on a golf team is very rare. 

“We had an unusually high amount of inju- 
ries, Sutherland said. “I would say we were a 
little bit disappointed, we were a high-expecta- 
tion team.” 

“It probably had an effect on the way the fall 
(semester) turned out,’ LeMaster said of the in- 
juries. “Our fall season could have been better.” 

This semester, the women’s team will play in 
five tournaments, beginning with the Fresno 
State Invitational on Monday. The season ends 
April 21-23 with the Big Sky Conference Cham- 
pionships in Phoenix, Ariz., which the team 
won last season. 

“Most of our best events are in the spring,” 
Sutherland said. “Our expectation on the wom- 
en’s side is to win the conference.” 

Sutherland said he expects the three seniors 
on the team to play well since they helped lead 
the team to its conference title in 2007. 

“Whether we win Conference will have to do 
with how they play,’ Sutherland said. “Wed be 


Off the track, these two continue to maintain the bond they have 
as friends and teammates.

After a night in jail, Tyler Harrison decided to correct his mis- 
take by helping others avoid the pitfalls of drinking and driving

Eight points of view hold 
the key to answering,

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Just after he left the parking lot at 
Hornet Stadium, a friend driving 
next to him waved him down to 
ask for directions to an after-party. 
That’s when Elk Grove Police Sgt. 
Dan Davis pulled him over for “ob- 
structing traffic.’ 

Little did they both know, there 
was going to be an arrest that night 
that would be broadcast for all of 
Sacramento: to see. With a .11 per- 
cent blood alcohol concentration, 
Harrison said he knew he had made 
the dumbest mistake of his life. 

The legal limit for drinking and 
driving is a .08 percent BAC in Cal- 
ifornia, according to the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles website. 

Less than three weeks after his 
DUI arrest, Harrison took on the 
extra responsibility to educate oth-

ers on the effects of drinking and 
driving. 

“By driving (under the influence), 
I affected not only myself but other 
people. I knew I had-a responsibil- 
ity to help others so they won't do 
what I did,” Harrison said. 

A forum held Nov. 15 by Phi Beta 
Sigma, a fraternity Harrison is in, 
entitled DUI Will Make You Cry 
allowed students to hear Harrison's 
experience and learn from his mis- 
take. 

“You can take the bad things in 
life and create worse things out of 
it or you can take it and turn it into 
something positive,’ he said.

Research by the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development has shown 
‘that the U.S. has “the highest rates of obesity 
in the developed world” 

Diabetes has been termed an epidemic by 
The Center for Disease Control. | 

This information has caused some students 
to bring lunch in order to avoid unhealthy 
eating. 

Kien Vong, senior chemistry major, knows 
of exactly zero healthy places to eat on cam- 
pus, so she packs a lunch to bring “pretty 
much every day.’ 

Tran and Baidwan look favorably on stu- 
dents who bring lunch to campus. 

“They're smart,’ Tran said. 

“I think that’s pretty cool that they actually 
took the time to pack lunch,” Baidwan said. 

Bringing lunch is potentially a very healthy 
alternative to eating on campus and a respect- 
able alternative to be sure, but not many stu- 
dents feel like they have the time to prepare 
meals to bring. 

Tran said she brings lunch about two times 
a semester. 


Baidwan said that she never brings lunch. 
One must wonder if the dietary situation at 
Sac State is so bleak that bringing food from 
outside is really the only healthy option. 

Nutrition professor Wendy Cunningham 
maintains a differing opinion from many stu- 
dents who believe that there are little or no 
nutritional food places on the premises. 

~ There are many healthy places on campus,” 
Cunningham said. 

She went on to list healthy options at near- 
ly every eatery at Sac State. Some of those 
healthy options include: Gordito Burrito’s 
different types of veggie burritos; Mother 
India Express’s rice and meat meal; Saigon 
Bay Express at the Outpost has noodles and 
chicken and a shrimp and vegetable wrap; 
Kung Fu Fat’s has a teriyaki chicken and veg- 
etable bowl. 

She also said that there are several Chinese 
and Mexican food restaurants near campus 
that serve similarly healthy food choices. She 
said there are far more healthy choices than 
students think. 

“I think there is a lack of awareness of what 
is healthy or of the ability to modify choices 
to make them healthy,” Cunningham said. 

She suggested asking for sandwiches with- 





out mayonnaise and also a number of meals 
that have a larger proportion of vegetables. 

The only place from which Cunningham 
could not think of a healthy food item is 
Burger King. Cunningham said that regularly 
Burger Kings offer at least a few healthy op- 
tions, but that the one at Sac State does not 
have those options available. 

Even for students who have very little 
knowledge of nutritional matters, a more 
obvious nutritional choice will soon become 
available. 

A building attached to the side of the Hor- 
net Bookstore has several signs posted on it.

Once on campus, Subway will provide stu- 


dents and faculty with healthy options.

from the Elk Grove and Sacramento Police Depart- 
ments and Sacramento city officials there to share 
their experiences with DUI cases. 

This time, Harrison personally invited Fox 40 News 
- the same news station that showed him getting ar- 
rested - to televise his forum to help expose the need 
to stop people from driving drunk. 

With about 40 people in attendance, Harrison was 
finally feeling the irritation wearing off. 

“Tf I could just get one person to hear about what I 
had to say, to not drink and drive, then I would have 
done something,” he said. 

At first, Davis, who is in charge of motor and traffic 
enforcement, was a little surprised and skeptical when 
Harrison called him, but deep down he knew Harri- 
son was someone who could change lives. 

Davis said Harrison did a genuine job with the fo- 
rum, which allowed tens of thousands of people to 
see the trauma, embarrassment and money associated 
with a DUI. 

He said, however, that those people are the lucky 
ones because,the consequences of drinking and driv- 
ing can be very catastrophic. 

“Elk Grove alone made over 300 DUI arrests last 
year, Davis said. “I'm sure Sacramento made thou- 
sands and thousands of DUI arrests just last year?” 

However, Davis knew something was different about 
the person in his backseat that night. 

“We had a long conversation that night, which I 
hardly do with people I arrest? Davis said. “He was 
willing to listen to what I had to say and I was will- 
ing to hear what he had to say because he handled the 
situation like an adult - asking for no special treat- 
ments.” 

Understanding how wrong things could have turned 


out, Harrison would like to have another forum be- 
fore spring break. 

After Harrison was released from the Sacramento 
County Main Jail about 12 hours after being arrested, 
many of his loved ones wanted to hear what he had 
to say. 

After being approached several times wanting an 
explanation about the incident, Harrison realized that 
many of those who surrounded him were in fact dis- 
appointed i in his actions. 

“What affected me the most was how many people 
were let down because they saw me on television get- 
ting arrested,’ Harrison said. 

Going to church, making prayers before any meeting, 
letting people know that education is the way to a better 
life and doing good things for God are just a few things 
Harrison does on a daily basis. 

The shock of him getting arrested for a DUI really 
made the people he cared about question his authentic- 
ity, he said. 

Phi Beta Sigma brothers supported him and knew 
that he would showcase his crime for others to see in 
order to keep someone from making the same mistake 
he made. 

“After seeing just a clip of Tyler on the news that night, 
we all tried calling him but he didn't pick up?’ said Sac 
State business major and fraternity brother Pernell Su- 
livan. 

Sulivan knew that Harrison felt humiliated, yet at the 
same time, wasnt too surprised that he would sacrifice 
his image to put on a forum to help better the world. 

With the help of Phi Beta Sigma, Harrison was able to 
book the University Union Redwood Room and used 
his fraternity as a stepping stone for the DUI forum. 

Aside from his brothers, his family back home in 


Hayward also helped him emotionally, spiritually and 
physically. 

After the initial shock of having their son arrested for 
a DUI, his parents asked him if he needed anything and 
if he would be all right, Harrison said. 

Upon hearing that Harrison was in full gear of putting 
this forum together, Debi Harrison, Tyler Harrison’s ar- 
tistic mother, helped put together the flier that would be 
passed out throughout campus.
